President  presiding,  when  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meet¬ 
ing  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Association  was 
then  read,  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  for  the  use  of 
the  members. 

The  Association  then,  on  motion ,  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  Seven  Trustees,  to  serve  for  three  years, the  Chair  having 
appointed  Georcje  W.  Briggs ,  Judge,  and  George  W.  Martin 
and  William  31cDevitt ,  to  act  as  Tellers,  who,  after  having 
received  and  counted  the  votes,  reported  that  the  following

THIRTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OP 

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PHILADELPHIA  ASSOCIATION 

FOR  THE 

RELIEF  OF  DISABLED  FIREMEN, 

TO  THE  MEMBERS,  JANUARY  4,  1869. 


In  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  would  respectfully  submit  to  the  member¬ 
ship  the  following  detailed  information  as  to  the  operations  of 
the  Association  during  the  past  year,  and  a  correct  statement 
of  its  present  financial  condition. 

The  sum  of  $2186  19  has  been  appropriated,  during  1868, 
for  the  relief  of  sick  and  disabled  firemen,  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  firemen,  and  persons  injured  while 
aiding  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  which  was  distributed 
amongst  53  persons,  10  of  whom  were  widows  and  orphans 
of  deceased  firemen,  making  the  total  amount  expended  for 
relief  since  the  institution  of  the  Association  $35,979  36. 
Of  the  sum  appropriated  during  the  past  year  $296  10  were 
paid  for  funeral  expenses. 

Since  the  last  report,  200  annual  and  10  life  members 
have  been  added  to  the  rolls  of  the  Association,  and  166 
names  erased  therefrom,  making  the  present  number  of  life 
members  442,  and  annual  1139 — in  all  1581. 

The  Auditors  have  examined  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the 
Treasurer,  and  found  them  entirely  correct,  and  agreeing  with

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During  the  year  donations  have  been  received  from  James 
B.  Dodgers,  Esq.,  through  Terrence  McCusker,  Esq.,  Ex.- 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  of  $50  00,  and  from 
M.  G.  Evans,  Esq.,  of  $1  00.  Three  penalties  of  $50  00 
each  were  collected  for  infractions  of  the  u  Hatchway  Law,” 
and  $2  80  were  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  of  Firemen,  called  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  a  recep¬ 
tion  for  the  Good  Intent  Engine  Co.,  being  the  balance  of 
funds  in  his  hands. 

Since  the  last  report  there  has  been  one  interment  in  the 
burial  lot  at  Monument  Cemetery,  that  of  Edward  K.  Hank, 
a  member  of  the  Spring  Garden  Fire  Co.,  who  was  killed 
while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  as  a  fireman,  by  the  falling 
of  a  wall  of  a  carpenter  shop,  on  West  Street  below  Brown, 
on  Thursday  morning,  the  12th  of  March  last. 

Whatever  of  doubt  may  have  existed  as  to  the  necessity  or 
propriety  of  the  passage  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Act  fami¬ 
liarly  known  as  the  u  Hatchway  Law,”  your  Board  feel  confi¬ 
dent  has  been  dispelled  by  the  facts  developed  by  at  least  one 
of  the  late  disastrous  conflagrations,  which  have  occurred  in 
our  city.  While  the  fire  originated  in  the  basement,  and 
should  have  been  confined  there,  with  comparatively  little  loss 
of  property,  yet  by  the  strong  draft  afforded  the  flames  by  an 
open  hatchway  the  fire  was  quickly  spread  over  the  entire 
building,  involving  valuable  real  estate  and  large  stocks  of 
merchandise  in  the  general  destruction.  It  is  thus  made  appa¬ 
rent  that  while  the  original  intention  of  the  act  referred  to  was 
to  afford  security  to  the  life  and  limbs  of  firemen  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  duty,  yet  its  provisions  are  equally  protective 
to  property,  and  we  hope  in  the  future  to  have  the  earnest 
co-operation  of  both  citizens  and  firemen  in  securing  their  rigid 
enforcement.  In  the  opinion  of  your  Board  it  is  a  matter 
worthy  of  serious  consideration,  whether  the  law  should  not  be 
so  amended  as  to  make  it  operative  during  the  daytime,  when¬ 
ever  a  hatchway  is  not  being  actually  used  for  the  hoisting  or 
lowering  of  goods. 

Notwithstanding  the  just  strictures  that  have  been  so  fre¬ 
quently  passed  upon  the  subject  of  the  fast  and  reckless  driving 
of  steam  fire  engines  through  the  streets  of  our  city,  in  times 
of  alarms  of  fires,  your  Board  are  sorry  to  be  compelled  to  say 
that  the  evil  has  not  been  entirely  abated.  Whilst  almost 
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abandoning  the  hope  of  totally  checking  this  mischievous 
practice,  the  subject  is  again  alluded  to  merely  to  reaffirm  the 
past  position  of  the  Board  on  the  subject,  and  to  say  that  in 
no  case  or  on  any  pretext  will  their  determination,  as  hereto¬ 
fore  expressed,  be  swerved  from. 

The  continued  attention  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons 
again  demands  a  recognition  from  the  Trustees,  who  return 
them  their  sincere  thanks  for  the  efficient  aid  given  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  wherever  their  gratuitously  rendered  services  were 
needed. 

The  acknowledgments  of  the  Board  are  also  due  to  their 
Solicitor,  .Richard  C.  Winship,  Esq.,  for  the  prompt  attention 
given  every  matter  brought  to  his  notice,  calculated  to  advance 
the  interests  of  the  Association.

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CHARTER,  ETC. 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Philadelphia  Association  for  the 

Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  same,  That  all  and  every  person  who  shall  at  the  time  of 
the  passing  of  this  act  be  members  of  the  Association  called 
the  “  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Fire¬ 
men,”  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  declared  to  be 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of 
the  u  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Fire¬ 
men,”  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded 
in  all  courts  of  record  or  elsewhere ;  and  to  purchase,  receive, 
have,  hold,  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tene¬ 
ments,  rents,  annuities,  franchises,  and  hereditaments,  goods, 
and  chattels  of  what  nature,  kind  or  quality  soever,  real,  per¬ 
sonal,  or  mixed,  or  choses  in  action ;  and  the  same  from  time 
to  time  to  sell,  grant,  devise,  alien,  or  dispose  of;  and  also  to 
make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter, 
and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  also  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put 
in  execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as  shall 
appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  said 
Corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  this  Charter  or  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth;  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and 
things  which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do,  for  the 
well-being  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  the  due  management 
and  ordering  of  the  affairs  thereof:  Provided,  that  the  yearly 
rents  and  profits  of  the  real  estate  held  by  the  said  Corporation 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars.

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Section  2.  The  following  shall  be  the  fundamental  Articles 
of  said  Corporation  : — 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  relief  of  Disabled 
Firemen,  their  widows  and  orphans,  and  the  relief  of  persons 
not  firemen,  who  may  sustain  personal  injury  by  fire  apparatus. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  government  of  the  Association  shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  twenty-one  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  in  January  of  each  and 
every  year,  who  shall  have  power  to  elect  their  own  officers, 
and  to  require  satisfactory  bonds  from  the  Treasurer  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 


ARTICLE  III. 

The  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  permanently  invested, 
and  the  interest  arising  therefrom  shall  be  appropriated  to  no 
other  object  than  those  for  which  the  Society  is  instituted.

TO  AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  “  PHILADELPHIA  ASSO¬

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au¬ 
thority  of  the  same ,  That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act  the  Board  of  Trustees  elected  under  the  Act  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement,  shall  meet,  and  by  casting  lots  be  divided 
equally  into  three  classes ;  those  of  the  first  class  shall  serve 
for  one  year,  those  for  the  second  class  for  two  years,  and 
those  of  the  third  class  for  three  years,  to  be  computed  from 
the  first  Monday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  and  the  members  of  the  Association  shall  annually 
thereafter,  upon  the  first  Monday  of  January,  elect  seven 
Trustees  to  serve  for  three  years,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected.

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ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

All  members  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  and  county 
of  Philadelphia  may  become  members  of  this  Association,  by 
paying  into  the  treasury  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  signing 
these  articles,  and  paying  annually  thereafter  one  dollar,  to 
become  due  and  payable  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  ;  and 
in  default  thereof  for  three  months,  they  shall  be  notified  by 
the  Treasurer,  and  if  not  paid  within  three  months  from  the 
time  of  the  date  of  such  notice,  their  names  may  be  stricken  * 
from  the  list  of  members,  at  the  option  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

But  every  member  as  aforesaid  shall  be  exempt  from  said 
annual  payment,  and  become  a  permanent  member,  by  paying 
to  the  Treasurer,  either  by  annual  instalments  or  otherwise, 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  and  obtaining  his  certificate  therefor. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Citizens,  not  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  who  may 
wish  to  aid  the  funds  of  the  Association,  may  become  life 
members  by  paying  into  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  twenty  dol¬ 
lars,  for  which  they  shall  receive  a  certificate  attested  by  the 
proper  officers. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  annual  meeting  and  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  at  7  o’clock  in  the 
evening,  when  the  first  business  in  order  shall  be  the  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  their  transactions  for  the  past  year.  Second, 
the  election  of  twenty-one  persons  to  serve  as  Trustees  for  the 
ensuing  year,  or  until  the  organization  of  a  new  Board  of 
Trustees,  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  ( Provided ,  that  no  two  persons,  members  of  the  same  Com - 
pany ,  be  elected  as  Trustees ,  and  that  no  member  shall  be  enti¬ 
tled  to  vote  who  has  not  paid  his  arrearages) ;  after  which 
other  business  may  be  transacted. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  within  one  week  after 
their  election,  and  choose  out  of  their  own  body,  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  Assistant  Secretary  ; 
who  shall  officiate  as  officers  of  the  Society  at  large;  and  such 
other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

They  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  month,  have  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  funds  and  general  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Association,  have  power  to  make  by-laws  and  generally  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  and  designs  of  this  Institution  ; 
they  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in 
their  body,  and  shall  at  every  annual  meeting,  or  oftener  if 
required,  make  a  detailed  report  of  their  transactions  to  the 
Association,  stating  the  number  of  members,  how  many  ad- 
*  mitted,  and  how  many  stricken  off ;  the  state  of  their  funds, 
the  amount  and  nature  of  relief  granted,  whether  to  members, 
their  families,  or  others  not  members ;  and  such  other  infor¬ 
mation  as  they  may  think  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  President,  and,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  when  requested  in 
writing  by  any  ten  members. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Firemen,  members  of  this  Association,  who  may  receive 
personal  injury  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  or  whose 
health  has  been  seriously  injured  by  a  course  of  active  service 
in  the  department,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  such  fire¬ 
men,  shall  be  the  immediate  objects  of  the  attention  of  the" 
Board  of  Trustees.  Individuals  not  connected  with  this  Asso¬ 
ciation,  who  may  sustain  personal  injury  from  fire  apparatus, 
may  also  receive  aid  at  the  option  of  the  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  no  case  shall  either  of  the  preceding  articles  be  altered, 
amended,  or  repealed,  unless  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Association  con¬ 
vened  for  that  special  purpose. 
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AN  ACT 


FOR  THE  MORE  EFFECTUAL  PRESERVATION  OF  LIFE  AND 
PROPERTY  FROM  DAMAGES  BY  THE  EXPLOSION  OF  GUN¬ 
POWDER  AND  GUN-COTTON  IN  THE  CITY  OF  PHILADEL¬ 
PHIA. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania ,  in  General 
Assembly  met)  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
have  or  keep  any  quantity  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  in  any 
house,  store,  shop,  building,  cellar,  or  other  place,  within  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  (except  in  the  public  magazines,  or  in  a 
quantity  not  exceeding  two  pounds  for  private  use),  unless  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  to  grant  licenses,  under  the  official  seal  of 
said  city,  to  any  person  or  persons  desirous  to  sell  gunpowder 
or  gun-cotton  therein.  The  person  or  persons  so  licensed  may 
have  on  their  premises  a  quantity  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton 
not  exceeding  in  all  twenty-five  pounds  at  any  one  time.  The 
person  or  persons  so  licensed  shall  not  be  protected  against  any 
of  the  penalties  or  consequences  hereinafter,  provided  for  vio¬ 
lations  of  this  act,  except  while  they  have  on  some  conspicuous 
part  of  the  front  of  each  of  the  houses  or  buildings  in  which 
they  may  be  licensed  to  sell  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  under 
this  act  a  sign  on  which  shall  be  distinctly  painted,  in  letters 
legible  to  persons  passing  such  houses  or  buildings,  the  words 
“  Licensed  to  sell  Gunpowder,”  or  “  Licensed  to  sell  Gun-cot¬ 
ton,”  and  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  said  license. 

Section  3.  That  every  carriage  used  for  conveying  gunpow¬ 
der  or  gun-cotton  within  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  acts  now  in  force  relative  thereto, 
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shall,  in  addition  to  the  requirements  therein'  contained,  have 
painted  on  each  side  thereof,  in  letters  distinctly  legible  to  all 
passers-by,  the  word  “Gunpowder,”  and  any  failure  so  to  do 
shall  subject  the  offender  or  offenders  to  the  penalties  herein 
contained  for  violations  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  That  in  every  case  of  a  violation  of  any  pro¬ 
vision  of  this  act  relative  to  the  keeping  of  gunpowder  or 
gun-cotton,  or  in  every  case  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  acts  now  in  force  relative  to  the  introduction 
into  the  city  of  Philadelphia  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia 
Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen  to  seize  such 
gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  in  the  daytime,  and  to  convey  or 
cause  the  same  to  be  conveyed  to  any  magazine  used  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder. 

Section  5.  That  whenever  any  inhabitant  of  the  said  city 
shall  make  oath  or  affirmation,  particularly  describing  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  the  place  to  be  searched  and  the  things  to  be  seized, 
before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman,  of  any  fact  or  circumstance 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  mayor  or  alderman,  shall 
afford  probable  cause  of  belief  that  any  gunpowder  or  gun¬ 
cotton  has  been  brought  into  or  is  kept  within  the  city,  or  in 
the  harbor  thereof,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  acts  now  in  force  relative  to  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  into  the  city  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  mayor  or  alderman  to  issue 
his  warrant  or  warrants,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  any  sheriff, 
marshal,  constable,  or  other  fit  person,  commanding  him  or 
them  to  search  for.  such  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  in  the  day¬ 
time,  wheresoever  the  same  may  be  in  violation  of  said  acts, 
and  to  seize  and  take  possession  of  the  same  if  found,  and  to 
convey  or  cause  the  same  to  be  conveyed  forthwith  to  any 
magazine  used  for  storing  gunpowder. 

Section  6.  That  all  actions  or  suits  for  the  recovery  of  any 
gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  which  may  have  been  seized  and 
stored  in  any  magazine  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  for  the  value  thereof,  or  for  damages  sustained  by  the  seizure 
or  detention  thereof,  shall  be  brought  against  the  Philadelphia 
Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen,  and  shall  be 
commenced  within  three  calendar  months  next  after  such  seizure 
shall  have  been  actually  made;  and  in  case  no  such  action  or 
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suit  shall  have  been  commenced  within  such  period,  such  gun¬ 
powder  or  gun-cotton  shall  be  deemed  absolutely  forfeited  to 
the  said  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled 
Firemen,  and  may  .be  immediately  delivered  to  the  proper  offi¬ 
cers  thereof,  for  its  use.  No  damages  shall  be  recovered  in 
any  such  action  or  suit,  and  such  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton 
may  at  any  time  during  the  pending  of  any  such  action  or 
suit,  by  consent  of  the  parties  thereto,  be  sold,  and  the  money 
arising  from  such  sale  be  paid  into  the  court  where  such  suit 
or  action  may  be  pending,  to  abide  the  event  thereof. 

Section  7.  That  if  any  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  exceed¬ 
ing  the  quantity  mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  be  found  in  the 
possession  or  custody  of  any  person  or  persons,  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  herein  contained,  by  any  fireman  of  any  com¬ 
pany  belonging  to  the  Fire  Department  of  the  said  city,  during 
any  fire  therein,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  fireman  to  seize  the 
same  without  any  warrant,  and  to  immediately  convey  the 
same  and  report  such  seizure  to  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  acting  assistant  engineer, 
and  the  said  chief  engineer  or  assistant  shall  convey  or  cause 
it  to  be  conveyed  to  any  magazine  for  the  storing  of  gunpow¬ 
der,  there  to  be  detained  until  it  be  decided  by  due  course  of 
law,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  whether 
such  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  be  forfeited. 

Section  8.  That  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
relative  to  the  keeping  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  or  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  acts  now  in  force  relative  to  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  gunpowder  or  gun- cotton  into  the  city  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  forfeiture  of  the  gunpowder  or 
gun-cotton,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  also  subject  the  offender 
or  offenders  to  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence, 
to  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof,  by,  to,  and  for  the  use  of  the 
Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen. 
And  all  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  found  within  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  in  this  act  con¬ 
tained,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  aforesaid  Philadel¬ 
phia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen.' 

Section  9.  That  all  and  singular  the  provisions  of  this  act 
relative  to  the  recovery  of  any  penalty,  and  the  seizure  and 
forfeiture  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  be  and  they  are  hereby  - 
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extended  to  the  recovery  of  any  penalty,  and  the  seizure  and 
forfeiture  of  all  saltpetre  introduced,  stored,  deposited,  or  kept 
in  said  city  in  violation  of  the  acts  relative  thereto  now  in 
force  in  said  city ;  and  the  said  penalty  and  forfeiture  shall  be 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  aforesaid  Philadelphia  Association 
for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen,  against  whom  all  suits  or 
actions  for  its  recovery  shall  be  brought,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  10.  That  all  actions  for  any  penalty  incurred  for 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  of  the 
acts  now  in  force  relative  to  the  introducing,  keeping,  storing, 
or  depositing  of  gunpowder,  or  gun-cotton,  or  saltpetre  within 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  commenced  within  one  year 
next  after  incurring  such  penalty. 

Section  11.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  heretofore  passed, 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

FOR  THE  BETTER  SECURITY  OF  THE  CITY  OF  PHILADEL¬ 
PHIA  FROM  DANGERS  INCIDENT  TO  THE  REFINING  OR 

IMPROPER  AND  NEGLIGENT  STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM, 

BENZINE,  BENZOLE,  OR  NAPHTHA. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same ,  That  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act, 
no  petroleum,  benzine,  benzole,  or  naphtha  shall  be  refined  or 
manufactured  within  the  city  of  Philadelphia  on  the  eastern 
side  of  the  river  Schuylkill  between  Alleghany  Avenue  and 
Mifflin  Street  excepting  thereout  the  area  southward  of  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  and  between  the  river  Schuylkill  and  Thirtieth 
Street  or  on  the  western  side  of  the  river  Schuylkill  south  of 
Girard  Avenue  and  east  of  Forty- third  Street;  nor  shall  the 
same  be  kept  or  stored  in  any  buildings  or  other  premises 
within  such  limits  in  any  greater  quantity  at  any  one  time 
than  twenty-five  barrels  of  refined  petroleum,  and  one  barrel 
of  crude  petroleum,  and  one  barrel  of  benzine,  benzole,  or 
naphtha  respectively;  the  said  barrels  to  be  kept  or  stored  in 
buildings  with  cellars  of  sufficient  depth  or  in  premises  pro¬ 
perly  excavated  or  embanked  to  prevent  any  overflow  of  the 
fluids  therefrom,  under  forfeiture  as  hereinafter  directed  of  the 
entire  quantity  of  each  and  all  of  the  said  articles  of  merchan¬ 
dise  that  shall  be  so  refined,  kept,  or  stored  contrary  to  the  re¬ 
strictions  of  this  act :  Provided  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to 
keep  or  store  the  said  quantities  of  refined  petroleum,  crude 
petroleum,  benzine,  benzole  or  naphtha,  within  the  designated 
limits  without  license  therefor  first  had  from  the  Mayor  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  upon  due  certificate,  to  be  given  by  the 
Fire  Marshal  of  the  said  city,  that  the  cellar,  excavation,  or 
premises  in  which  storage  as  aforesaid  shall  be  authorized 
will  afford  reasonable  security  from  special  danger  in  case  of 
accidents  or  fire,  for  which  license  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  shall

be  paid  to  tbe  city  treasury,  and  sucb  license  to  be  received 
for  each  calendar  year  upon  annual  payment  as  aforesaid  :  Pro¬ 
vided  that  those  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  refining 
petroleum  within  the  above  limits  who  have  erected  iron  tanks 
and  other  suitable  and  safe  protection  against  the  escape  and 
dispersion  of  the  same,  which  fact  shall  be  certified  by  the 
Fire  Marshal  to  the  Mayor,  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act  until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the 
passage  hereof.  And  provided  further  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  prevent  the  refining,  storing,  or  depositing  of 
crude  or  refined  petroleum  or  coal  oil  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill  east  of  Thirtieth  Street,  between  Bridge  Street  and 
Arch  Street,  and  between  Chestnut  Street  and  South  Street, 
on  premises  with  sufficient  excavations  or  embankments  to 
prevent  the  overflow  or  escape  of  the  oil  so  refined,  stored,  or 
deposited  in  case  of  fire  or  accident;  and  provided  further, 
that  no  refining  of  petroleum,  benzine,  benzole,  or  naphtha 
shall  be  carried  on  within  five  hundred  feet  of  the  east  or  west 
side  of  the  river  Schuylkill,  within  the  said  city,  north  of  the 
line  of  Girard  Avenue. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  refine,  manufacture, 
store,  and  keep  petroleum,  benzine,  benzole,  and  naphtha,  in 
such  quantities  as  may  be  desired  in  those  portions  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  east  and  west  of  the  river  Schuylkill, 
not  included  within  the  limits  designated  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act  for  prohibition  therefrom — provided  that  the  same 
be  at  least  one  hundred  feet  distant  from  any  dwelling,  with¬ 
out  the  written  consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  and  provided 
further  that  a  license  be  first  had  from  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  for  which  ten  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the 
city  treasury,  and  likewise  for  the  annual  renewal  thereof, 
after  certificate  to  be  given  by  the  Fire  Marshal  of  the  said 
city^  upon  actual  survey  and  inspection  of  the  building  or 
premises  in  which  said  commodities  shall  be  refined,  kept,  or 
stored,  or  are  designed  so  to  be,  that  the  said  buildings  or 
premises  have  suitable  tanks,  cellars,  excavations,  or  embank¬ 
ments  to  prevent  the  overflow  or  escape  of  petroleum  and 
like  commodities,  in  the  event  of  accident  or  fire,  which  certi¬ 
ficate  of  survey  and  inspection  shall  be  returned  to  the  Mayor, 
whereupon,  if' the  same  be  approved  by  him,  he  shall  issue  bis 
license  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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Section  3.  Whenever  any  inhabitant  of  the  said  city  shall 
make  oath  or  affirmation  before  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  which  shall  afford  probable  cause  to  believe  that  any 
petroleum,  benzine,  benzole,  or  naphtha  is  improperly  stored, 
kept  or  refined  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  issue  his  warrant  or  warrants  to 
any  police  officer  of  the  said  city,  or  other  fit  persons,  com¬ 
manding  him  or  them  to  search  for  such  petroleum,  benzine, 
benzole,  or  naphtha  wherever  the  same  may  be  in  violation  of 
„  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  if  found  to  seize  and 
take  possession  of  the  same  and  cause  the  same  to  be  re¬ 
moved  to  such  safe  place  as  the  Mayor  shall  thereupon  desig¬ 
nate  in  writing. 

Section  4.  All  actions  or  suits  for  the  recovery  of  any 
petroleum,  benzine,  benzole,  or  naphtha  which  may  have  been 
seized  and  detained  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  for  the  value  thereof,  or  for  damages  sustained  by  the 
seizure  or  detention  thereof,  shall  be  brought  against  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Piremen,  and  shall 
be  commenced  within  one  calendar  month  after  such  seizure 
shall  have  been  actually  made,  and  in  case  no  action  or  suit 
shall  have  been  commenced  within  such  period  such  petroleum, 
benzine,  benzole,  or  naphtha  should  be  deemed  absolutely 
forfeited  to  said  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of 
Disabled  Firemen,  and  may  be  immediately  delivered  up  to  the 
proper  officers  thereof  for  its  use..

AND  SIXTY-FIVE. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met.  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  same ,  That  all  persons  refining  or  manufacturing,  deposit¬ 
ing  or  storing  petroleum  or  coal  oil,  benzine,  benzole,  or 
naphtha,  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  Schuylkill  east  of  Thir¬ 
tieth  Street,  between  Arch  Street  and  Bridge  Street  and 
between  Chestnut  Street  and  South  Street,  as  authorized  by 
the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall,  besides  having 
on  their  premises  suitable  tanks,  excavations,  or  embankments, 
to  prevent  the  overflow  or  escape  of  the  oil  so  refined,  stored, 
or  deposited,  be  required  to  obtain  a  license  from  the  Mayor 
of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  for  which  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  likewise  for  the 
annual  renewal  thereof,  upon  due  certificate  to  be  given  by 
the  Fire  Marshal  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city, 
that  such  premises  are  so  constructed  and  arranged  as  to 
afford  reasonable  security  from  danger  in  case  of  accident  or 
fire. 

Section  2.  That  so  much  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  supplementary,  as  prohibits  the  refining  of  petro¬ 
leum,  benzine,  benzole,  or  naphtha,  within  five  hundred  feet  of 
the  east  or  west  side  of  the  river  Schuylkill,  shall  not  be  con¬ 
strued  to  apply  to  the  Belmont  petroleum  works  located  on 
the  river  road  above  the  Columbia  Bridge  in  the  twenty-fourth 
ward  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  refine,  manufacture, 
store,  and  keep  petroleum,  benzine,  benzole,  and  naphtha  in 
such  quantities  as  may  be  desired,  in  that  portion  of  the  said

city  of  Philadelphia  lying  south  of  Dickinson  Street  and  east 
of  Otsego  Street,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  and  restrictions 
of  the  second  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Section  4.  That  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  be  entitled  to 
charge,  demand,  and  receive  for  his  own  use  from  each  appli¬ 
cant  for  examination  of  premises  and  license  under  this  act 
and  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  before  such  exami¬ 
nation  is  made,  the  following  fees,  to  wit :  For  every  exami¬ 
nation  of  a  storage  depot  where  the  quantity  allowed  by  law 
shall  exceed  twenty-five  barrels,  and  for  every  refinery  or 
manufactory  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.

IN  THE  CITY  OF  PHILADELPHIA. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  or  association, 
or  corporation,  to  manufacture  any  species  of  pyrotechnic  or 
fire  works,  cartridges,  nor  any  kind  of  fixed  ammunition,  in 
the  built  up  portions  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  Approved 
March  23,  1865. 

Section  2.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
subject  the  offender  or  offenders  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offence,  to  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  an  action 
of  debt,  before  any  magistrate,  or  in  any  court  having  cogniz¬ 
ance  thereof,  by,  to,  and  for  the  use  of  the  Philadelphia  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen.  Approved  March 
12,  1866

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AN  ACT 

FOR  THE  BETTER  REGULATION  OF  PUBLIC  HALLS  AND 

PLACES  OF  AMUSEMENT  IN  THE  CITY  OF  PHILADEL¬ 
PHIA. 

This  act  provides— 

First,  That  the  aisles  or  passage-ways  in  the  auditorium 
of  public  halls  and  places  of  amusement  in  the  city  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  shall  not  be  obstructed  by  any  benches,  chairs,  stools, 
&c.,  that  may  prevent  free  egress  or  ingress  during  the  hours 
that  said  places  may  be  open  to  the  public. 

Second,  That  the  owners,  lessees,  or  their  agents,  shall 
keep  the  doors  of  the  said  halls  or  places  of  amusement  open 
during  the  time  the  said  places  are  open  to  the  public,  unless 
the  said  doors  open  outward.  But  no  hindrance,  such  as 
locks,  or  catches  of  any  kind,  shall  be  allowed  to  obstruct  or 
prevent  instant  and  easy  egress  through  the  same,  and  when 
said  doors  open  inwards  it  is  required  that  the  same  be  fastened 
securely  and  firmly  open. 

Third,  That  the  principal  theatres  shall  be  required  at  all 
hours  during  the  time  said  places  are  open  to  the  public  to 
keep  attached  to  a  plug  or  water  attachment  sufficient  hose, 
of  the  size  used  by  fire  companies,  to  extend  to  the  furthest 
limits  of  said  places  of  amusement,  and  that  said  hose  is  to  be 
kept  in  good  order. 

Fourth,  That  a  penalty  of  $500  shall  be  imposed  upon 
said  owners,  &c.,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  foregoing  pro¬ 
visions. 

Fieth,  That  the  building  inspectors  shall  see  that  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  act  are  complied  with,  and  bring  suit  for  the 
recovery  of  the  penalty  aforesaid,  half  of  which  shall  go  to  the 
informer,  and  half  to  the  Philadelphia  Association  for  the 
Belief  of  Disabled  Firemen.  Apnroved  March  14,  1867.

Second,  That  an  inspector  shall  be  appointed,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  mark,  brand,  or  seal  each  barrel  or  package  of 
said  refined  petroleum,  kerosene,  or  burning  oils  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  tested  by  him. 

Third,  Oils  found  with  a  fraudulent  brand  or  mark  of  in¬ 
spection,  or  adulterated  after  such  inspection,  shall  be  subject 
to  seizure  by  said  inspector,  and  the  same  shall,  after  due 
public  notice  thereof,  be.  sold  by  said  inspector,  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale,  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  such  seizure  and 
sale,  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  inspector  into  the  treasury  of 
the  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Fire¬ 
men.
